Interesting facts from, Hampton In- 
* stitute. 


From-a copy of the Southern Work- 
man, the organ..of the Hampton, Va., 
Institute, in which many of our readers 
are interested, we print by request a 
part of ap address given there by Ed- 
ward Marsden, one of the Tsimshean 
tribe.of Indians who-a few years ago 
left British Columbia and came over to 
Alaska, in order to put themselvés un- 
der a free government, there founding 
the industrial colony, of Metlakahtla. 

‘A young man and a humble student 
‘in an Ohio college, standing before 
such an audience as this, is not with- 
out some fixed purpose. I have heard 


a great deal about Hampton, about the. 


work done here and about General 
Armstrong, whose name I have learned 
to respect and reverence, and I have 
always desired to come and visit this 
school. Together’ we are working to 
advance the cause of right and justice, 
education and Chnistianity. As one of 
the redeemed I sympathize with you 
and pray for this Hampton work. 

My people originally. inhabited the 
northern part of British Columbia, un- 
der the Canadian government. Thirty- 


nine years ago a young Scotchman left. 


England and by way of South America 
made the trip. to British Columbia, land- 
ing at Victoria. The traders and all 
others begged him not:to go farther 
north, saying that the Indians would 
torture and murder him. Nevertheless 
he went 450 miles to Fort Simpson, 
around which these Indians flocked, 
and remained there learning the lan- 
guage wnd studying the people. In 
eight months he-had mastered the lan- 
guage and began his work. These In- 
dians were then the terror of the North 


Pacific, ruling the country and terror- | fortnight.” 


izing all the other tribes. The only 
thing the English had ever brought the 
Indians then was guns and rum—their 
most deadly weapons. It seemed use- 
less to do anything for them—but this 
young man, Mr. Dunean, a graduate of 
Cambridge College, England, a business 
man, a lawyer and a teacher all in one, 
went in among them in his quiet, help- 
ful way, taught them useful industries 
and gradually reared a little colony of 
progressive men and women. In three 
years he had fifty soils among his fol- 
lowers, and finding they could not get 
on 80 well in the midst of their old as- 
sociates they all moved south fifteen 
miles and laid. the foundation of the 
settlement called Metlakahtla. 

The Dominion government wanted 
to bring us under its laws for reserva- 
tion Indians, so that if I wanted to 
build achicken house I must ask the 
government and get its permission. We 

| were now civilized and Christianized. 
$ The persecution “that began in ’s2 
‘lasted for five -years. We appealed to 
the government of British Columbia, 
but all petitions were frultless; we sent 
delegates to Ottawa, but they were not 
listened to. Many times our people 
wanted to arm themselves because they 
could no longer bear the persecution. 

| Finally they sent Mr. Duncan to Wash- 
ington to see what the American gov- 
ernment would do for us. He was gone 
some time and all the people were anx- 
iously waiting for some word of him. 
At last it came—a telegram whose news 
spread like wildfire, ‘Have ‘seen the 
President, the door is now open for 
you.”? 

The young men marched through 
the streets with their brass band play- 


ing ‘‘Yankee Doodle” and all the old’ 


men and girls joined the procession. 

The American Congress had given 
us permission to.come over into Alaska 
and settle there as free men. Many 
strong brave men. helped us: Phillips 
Brooks was one, Henry Ward Beecher 
was another—and_ they all deserve our 
gratitude: 

We had fully made up our minds to 
leave the British government and start 
under a new one, and with. thirty of 
my people we came over to an island 
80 miles from our home and landed 
there. 

On the 7th day of August, which is 
our Fourth of July, Mr. Duncan and a 
party of tourists came, As soon as 
they had dropped anchor, the boats 
came ashore and Mr. Duncan told us 
to put up a flag staff. This was done, 
and around ‘it gathered the 30 natives 
and about 350 Americans. 

The following day we were told to 
carry the good news to our brethren in 
British Colunrbia. I went to the engine 
room, fired up, and was soon on my way. 
As soon as they heard my news the 
town was on the move; trunks, beds, 
and everything else that could be car- 
ried was packed. into three small 
steamers and the exodus of ’87 began. 


It lasted three months, many crossing 
the §0 miles in open boats. 
Since then we have been making 
reater progress than we ever made in 
British Cotimbia. ie

Quiet Andover was again disturbed 
Tuesday morning. abont 9.40 o'clock 
by the loud clanging of the fire bell, 
caused by the announcement that the 
Scotland.

SMASHING TRADITION 


WILE ANIMALS IN CAPTIVITY ARE NOT 
“DANGEROUS, 


James A. Bailey Says Any One Can '@<cly 
Enter and Leave a Cage Full of Lions and 
Tigers, and Any Man ‘Who Knows the 
‘Cues Can Put Them Through Their Acts. 


Said Mr. James A. Bailey redenfly: 
“It is the goneral belief all over tho 
world that a man who goes into a den 
of wild carnivorous beasts takes his-life 
in his hands, and that each time hve 
does so and escapes unharmed he has 
won by a lucky chance. Some persons 
believe that if the trainer who handles 
the animals in their acts were to turn 
his back upon bem for a single instant 
they would leap upon and devour him. 
Others again believe that the lions and 
tigers only wait an opportunity for 
concerted action to destroy their keep- 
er, while there are still others who de- 
clare that it is only through the power 
of the human eye that ‘the beasts are 
held in subjection. \.To all of these 
opinions and beliefs and as a final an- 
swer to all questions on the subject I 
wish to state here and now that: there 
is no danger whatever to any person en- 
tering a cage of wild beasts. Such a 
statement, however, will scarce be be- 
lieved without some.further explana- 
tion and proof. : 

“It is a fact that’ many men have 
been maimed and some killed by lions 
and tigers in menageries and zoological 
gardens throughout the world, but in 
every case. I venture to say, the causes 
leading to such accidents and’ deaths 
were of their own making. Unmerited 
or too severe punishment is the most 
frequent cause. Nearly all animals, no 
matter how small and insignificant, 
will turn and fight when cornered and in 
fear of their lives. A cat will make a 
desperate and determined fight if .s6o 
placed that it cannot escape from what 


it believes is a dangerous enemy. Just: 


so With larger cat animals. And nearly 
all of the acciélents that have occurred 
have been brought about by the brutal- 
ity of trainers who, having lost temper, 
have pursued to, extremes an animal 
that did not understand what was want 
éd of it.’*Trainers of the present day, 
however, have come to realize this, and 
accidents are of rare occurrence. And I 
maintain that any man or'woman, an 
entire stranger to the animals, can go 
in with them and in perfect safety. 

‘‘A case in point comes to my mind. 
A few years ago I employed an innocent 
sort of German to work in the menag- 
erie, and one of the first tasks assigned 
to him was cleaning the lions’ Sia. ih- 
stead of taking an iron scraper and 
working through the bars as custom- 
ary, he took a broom, opened the iron 
door, went in the cage and began to 
sweep the floor. When a lion got in his 
way, he would punch it with the broom 
and tell it in German to got away, . | 
it did so, The man repeated his experi- 
ence every day and was never harmed. 
I now make this positive stgatement— 
that in both the handling training 
of these animals there is no. more dan- 
ger than attends the training of a do- 
mestic animal, Thesnarling and growl- 
ing of the beasts are no more indicative 
of a desire to claw and devour than is 
expressed in the bark or snarl of a ca- 
nine house pet or the hiss of a sleek 
tabby when its tail is stepped upon. 
The big brutes may growl and crouch 
about their cages, looke-dasigétous and 
act ferociously and all that, but I con- 
tend, and experience has taught me 
that my belief is correct, that it is only

“It takes time and patience, more 
than any one not in the - business can 
imagine, to perfect the training of these 


animals, and every trainer has a meth- 


od of his own. I would further explain 
that trained animals will not. perfofm 
the tricks taught them until the cue is 
given them. Even trained horses, which 
are supposed to have great intelligence, 
will only go through their performances 
when the ringmaster supplies the cue,, 
whatever it may be. sometimes it isa 
motion of the whip, at others a step 
backward or forward, when instantly 
the animal will respond. Now, all that 
is necessary for any-one-to..pnt. through 
his performances any 5 
animal or number of them is for him to 
know whet to give the proper cue: 

“Ido not believe the animals know 
one trainer from another unless one 
has been with them fora long time, for 
when some of my trainers” have been 
taken sick, been discharged or for other 
causes have left my service the trained 
animal part of my show has not been 
interrupted, but has gone on just the 
same, a new man having been substitut- 
ed, and it is safe to say that the ani- 
mals never knéw the difference bet ween 
the men. I have changed the men as of- 
ten as five times in a season, and one 
man has put the beasts through their 
tricks quite as well as another. Any 
person who will enter. the arena fear- 
lessly and confidently can take the 
trainer’s,whip aud make the animals 
perform as well as a person who has 
handled them for.months, provided al- 
ways he knows what tricks the beasts 
are required to do and can supply the 
cues. 

‘Tam aware that this statement may 
appear to most people extraordinary, be- 
cause it is at variance with their precon- 

“eeived notions. concerning the brutal 
nature of alk Mild beasts®but I am firm 
in my belicf ‘and have no hesitation in 
making it public.’’—New York Sun.

{Leroy Fernald Then Expected 
to End His Life In Flames...

On further search, Mrs, Fernald. was 
found, lying by-the side of a burning bed, 
with her skull fractured and a bloody 
hammer lying near her. A'search for the 
son Was at once commenced, but it was 
pearly noon when he was found, crouch- 
ing in a remote part of the attic, where he 


had crawled to 
Await a Horrible Death by Fire. 

An aged relative’ of the Fernalds, who 
resided with them, was found a. little 
later near the house of a neighbor, over- 
come by exhaustion and fright. She said 
that Leroy-ha! done the morning chores 
and gone out to the barn a second time 
for something, 

When he’ came in he said something 
about burning up the house and barn, 
dragged his mother into the bedroom and 
struck her several times with’ a hammer, 
and then set the fire, ‘he old lady, who 
alone of the family, survives, then escaped 
from the house, She says that Leroy was 
wildly insane when he committed the 
horrible crime. ‘Che barn, six horses and 
a cow were burned: 

To all previous appearances Mrs. Fer- 
nald and her son were a loving pair. He 
carried a life insurance made in her favor. 

The Homestead Was His, : 
but his possession of it i.fter his father’s 
death was bused on the son’s agreement 
to support her-comfortably. With them 
lived » demented sister of Mrs. Fernald. 

Fernald made no talk and offered no re- 
sistance when removed from his hiding 
place by Constable Kowe.

A statement which is apparently de- 
signed to detract or turn aside votes 
‘from a certain republican candidate for 
Selectman, is being circulated assiduous- 
ly and extensively. Ordinarily, the lease 
of life granted to the average candidate 
is insufficient to allow the refutation of 
all the stories floated by enemies or op- 
ponents in polices. 

_For public information, it tay ot be 
inadvertent to make a statement'to cor- 
rect wrong impressions. It’ is cldimed 
that at the recent republican caucus that 
a young man made three marks against 
a certain name proposed for Beelctman.. 
When asked sumé days later if theclaim 
_was true, he frankly admitted «that it 
‘was, and thus explains his'action: 

While sitting in the hall, a few, inter- 
ested in. various special candidates, pro- 
,posed marking for one man only; not 
being familiar with caucus methods and 
jdevices, he, too, adopted the idea, and 
in place of marking for three candidates, 
placed his three marks againstdie name, 
openly and in sight of voters gathered 
about him. Now at the time this irteg.: 
ularity occurred, it is stated that another 
voter claims-to have notieed the circum- 
stance. Now what did this secdnd man 
do? Did he, as an upright citizen, per- 
sonally call thé attention of the caucus 
officers, the assembly, the candidate, or 
the man who made too many marks, to 
the fact at the time and place of its oc- 
currence, in order that the matter could 
be fairly and justly considered? No, it 
was, on the contrary, apparently exped- 
ient to gain the ear of the caucus officers 
through some third party, who, knowing 
nothing about the matter except what 
had been told him, fefused to give to the 
chairman the name of the accuser or the 
person who was claimed to have made 
the marks. This system of indirection 
and insinuation was certainly an injus- 
tice to ali parties concerned and effectu- 
ally cut‘off the only possible remedy that 
' could be applied,—a request of the chair- 
man for a second maiking for a can- 
| didate. —

and does nothing at the timé to prevent |" 
them, but, after all chance for correction | 


and reotification is past, encourages the 
circulation of stories of mistaken voting 
is equally blameworthy with ‘the per- 
petrator of the'act, and more so if the 
act was’committed innocently. If the 
act was designed, certainly the perpetra- 
tor never would have admitted it when 
his word would have been just as good 
as that of his accusers upon whom the 
burden of proof would have rested. 

However, no one more sincerely regrets 
this complication of circumstances or 
has worked more zealously to guard 
against such mistakes then the candidate 
in question, who would also: have been 
pleased to use every effort to have rem- 
edied the case had it had been made 
known to him at the time. Neverthe- 
less, the matter is less serious, particular 
ly as the claim is insufficient to alter the 
result of the republican nomination, even 
though the misplaced marks be sub- 
tracted. 

Another claim was made in the repub- 
lican caucus by certain individuals that 
Mr. Daniel A, Carléton was a democrat, 
when the names of the very persons mak- 
ing the claim had appeared on the dem- 
ocratic ticket not very long since. How 
some people shimmer che glass iu their 
own windows when they begin tossing 
bricks around indiscriminately. How 
particular a certain person was also, to 
announce that Mr. Carleton was ‘“‘not a 
candidate,” ete., for:‘School Committee, 
rather than allowing that gentleman to 
speak for himself. The fact is, however, 
that the republican committee know that 
Mr. Carleton, after solicitation, while 
not in any way thrusting himself for- 
ward or personally seeking the position, 
cheerfully accepted the nomination. ac- 
jconded him, and as an honest and up- 
right man, places himself at the service 
of his townsmen, his experience well 
qualifying him for the office.

ISAAC FISH. 


As gentle and gradual as the last flicker 
comes to the candle, death eume to Mr, 
Isaac Fish Friday evening, about 8 
o'clock, at his home im the Kimball Dis- 
trict. His age was’ 92 years, 8 months, 
li days, making him the oldest person 
in town... His birthplace was on the old 
‘‘Purgatory” road, and was located about 
amile from his late ancient residence. 
Mr. Fish came of a long-lived ancestry, 
and his three immediate... progenitors, 
father, grandfather, and great-grand- 
father, bore the name of Benjamin, the 
ages of' the first two were 97 and 84 years 
respectively. His mother was Lydia 
Johnson, whose family originally owned 
the site of Stevens Mill, and the old grist 
mill onthe sim: siream. He was taught 
the trades of millwright, cooper, wheel 
wright, by Capt. Phineas Stevens; who 
then resided on the Hannah Osgood 
place, and worked considerably with 
Capt. Levi Farnham. 

He was one of the workmen engaged 


in the construction of the Davis & Fur- | 


ber machine shop and also roofed Sut- 
ton’s Mill, In 1836 he. married Miss 
Sophrona Moulton of Tamworth, N.H., 
who completed the journey of life in 1841, 
leaving six children; and of these Mr, 
Jonathan H. Fish, Mr. Samuel A. Fish 
of town, and Mrs. Lucy A. Durgin of 
Danvers survive. In 1867 he married 
Harriet A. Beverly of this town, who'still 
resides at the old Fuster homestead. 

In many respects, our nonegenarian 
citizen was a wonderful man. To the 
time of his death, he retained most of his 
physical faculties. Although. troubled 
somewhat with deafness, his visual 
powers were practically perfect, as day 
or evening he seldom wore glasses while 
reading the newspapers, and he rarely 
found it necessary to use them when at 
work. His memory was acute, and he 
could refer with accuracy to the happen- 
ings of ‘by#otte years. Considering his 
age, his agility was also surprising, as 


comparatively recently he was engaged |’ 
‘in shingling a toof; and performed-work 


of a kindred nature. 

When 17 years old he was a drummer 
boy in the old training band, and was in 
the sham battle at Andover, when Maj, 
Marland was wounded, an event recently 
referred to by the TowNSMAN. His son 
Andrew, now dead, served in the: war in 
the 50th regiment, and Mr. Samuel A, 
his surviving son, served inthe famous 
Mozart Regiment, 40th, N.Y. 

Deceased was.naturally a peaceful, up- 
right, conscientious citizen, reserved, but 
observing, attached to home life, but in 
earlier years not wholly indifferent to 
hunting and trapping. 

The Sessions family, who were 4nces- 
tors, formerly by a grant from King 
George owned a strip of territory ex- 
tending from Haverhill to Reading. 

With the destruction of the old town 
records, probably many things of his- 
toric interest in connection with the old 
house disappeared. Origihally’there was 
but a single room with its immense chim- 
ney, where friendly Indians often came 
to cook their food, or to seek neighborly | 
shelter, but as time advanced other rooms 
were added.. Did space permit, many 
interesting stories which have been re- 
lated to others might be chronicled. 

Funeral services were held at the late 
home Monday afternoon, at 1 o’clock;, 
Rey. Charles Noyes officiating. His four 
grandsons, Messrs, Eugene Walter Fish 


of Somerville, Arthur E. Fish, Albert_C. 
Fish, and Jonathan K. Figh.. of town, 
were bearers. The body was taken to 
Ridgewood Cemetery, and placed in the 
receiving tomb.
